for Europe and not good for the world. 


The number of such countries was 


increased by the World War. For in- 
stance, the old Austro-Hungarian Em- 
pire, political monstrosity though it 
was, had a certain amount of justi- 
fication as an economic free trade 
area. Splitting it into tiny divisions 
made each of those divisions an econ- 
omic torso unable to survive. 


Hitler had something in his plan 


for economic unification of Europe. 
What Europe and the world cannot 
permit is that this unification be ach- 
ieved by force and solely for the bene- 
fit and aggrandizement of the Gor- 
man Reich. It must be done Voluntar- 
ily and without sacrificing local free 
self-government. Hitler is utterly in- 
capable of accomplishing it on any 
such decent basis. 


The world has got to stop believ- 


ing that political freedom and local 
self-government necessarily mean ec- 
onomic isolationism. The day is past 
when the two must necessarily go 
together. It is possible—it must lie 
possible in future—for countries to 
manitain complete internal political 
independence, and yet give up sonv: 
previously sacred rights to set up the 
kind of trade barriers that insure 
strangulation. 


The United States is taking the lead 


in some such plan for the small is- 
lands of the Caribbean. Most of these 
islands, chronically poor, depend for 
such wealth as they have on expo^ls 
of agricultural products. The war has 
cut them off from Europe's markets. 
They are in a desperate plight. Plans 
are in the making for setting up u 
customs union between all these is- 
lands, the United States, and Bri- 
tain. 


Meanwhile, more and more weight 


is being placed behind the proposal to 
lower and gradually eliminate tariff 
barriers between the United 
States 


and Canada, looking toward some day 
perhaps enlarging the already vast 
free trade area of the United States. 
Canada's currency is already closely 
aligned to that of the United States. 
Why not a common currency, suggest 
some. It would not necessarily in- 
volve political union. 


The World War resulted in breaking 


up Europe into small, sullen, anta- 
gonistic national fragments which suc- 
ceeded in damming up and ruining 
the free flow of trade that might 
have meant prosperity for all. 


This war must result in the break- 


ing down of economic barriers by 
realization that political independence 
maintained at the expense of econo- 
mic suicide is a deadly delusion.

Constructing 700 
Miles of New 
Line for Use 
of U. S. Army 


With 125,000 troops scheduled to be- 


gin maneuvers in southern Arkansas 
next month crews of the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Company already are 
at work preparing the communica- 
tion lines which will be needed by 
the Second Army. 


Simultaneously, some 500 men of 


the 50th Signal Battalion under the 
command of Lieut.-Col. Rolland E. 
^tafford moved into Prescott to be- 
gin building that portion of the com- 
munications network which the Army 
will construct and maintain. 


District Manager R. L. Bankson 


of Hot Springs said the 
Arkansas 


telephone crews, to be supplement- 
ed later with additional gangs from 
Oklahoma, would build smoo 700 miles 
of new telephone circuits for 
the 


Army between various towns in the 
maneuver area. This will require 125,- 
000 pounds of copper wire, 2,000 cross- 
arms and 10,000 man hours of labor 


Six Circuits 


Six telephone circuits will be sup- 


plied for the Army between its head 
quarters at Prescott and its Gurdon 
supply depot. 
Five 
Southwestern 


crews are working out of Gurdon 
now toward Prescott and also be- 
tween Gurdon and El Dorado. El Do- 
rado will be Army headquarters for 
the final phase of the 
maneuvers. 


Other crews will work between Pres- 
cott and Hope, Camden and Fordyce, 
and El Dorado and the state line. 


Other circuits w.iich will be sup- 


plied for the Army include three 
telephone circuits and one telegraph 
circuit between Prescott and Hope 
which will be Corps 
Headquarters; 


three telephone circuits between Gur- 
don and El Dorado; two telephone 
circuits and one telegraph circuit be- 
tween Camden and Fordyce; and five 
telephone circuits and three tele- 
graph circuits between El Dorado arid 
Junction City. 


The Army will also provide, many 


similar facilities for its use, Bank- 
son said. The Signal Corps men al- 
ready at work will construct many 
additional miles of wire, in some 
instances paralleling lines of the tele- 
phone company, and intall additional 
telegraph circuits for use of its own 
teletypewriter machines. In addition, 
the Army will lay a great many miles 
of field wire and use much portable 
equipment, Bankson said.

Defense Roads 
Likely Here 


Congressman 
Harris Writes Letter 
to GOY. Adkins 


The following letter has been writ- 


ten Gov. Homer M. Adkins by Con- 
gressman Oren Harris, according to a 
copy received by The Star from the 
congressman: 


Honorable Homer M. Adkins 
Governor 
State Capitol. Building 
Little Rock, Arkansas 
My dear Governor: 
We have just passed a Bill in the 


House of Representatives authorizing 
5287,000,000 to be appropriated during 
the National Emergency for immedi- 
ate construction of roads needed for 
National Defense. 


There is provided $150,000,000 for 


the construction and improvement ot' 
ACCESS ROADS to military and na- 
val reservations, to defense-industry 
sites, and to the sources of raw ma- 
terials when such roads are certi- 
fied to the. Federal Works Administra- 
tor as important to the National De- 
'ense by the Secretary of War and 
the Secretary of the Navy. It also 
provides for replacing existing high- 
ways and highway connections that 
ire shut off from general public use 
by necessary closures .and restrictions 
at defense-industry sites. "' "r"'.'' '' 
:. For the construction and improve- 
ment of these access roads, this amount 
of Federal funds is made available 
to pay all or any part of- the costs 
of such construction and without the 
States necessarily having to bear a 
portion of the costs. 


Since the Southwestern 
Proving 


Ground and Airport in Hempstead 
County have been established 
and 


are a part of the National Defense 
Program, I believe, under the provis- 
ions of this bill. Highways 4, from 
Hope to Nashville, 24 from Nashville 
to Blevins, and 29 from Hope to Ble- 
vins, would come under the provision 
of access roads. Also, any roads lead- 
ing from these highways into the 
Proving Ground and Air Port would 
come within this provision. In mak- 
ing these highways eligible to parti- 
cipate in this program, we should be 
able to expedite their construction. 


The Bill will go to the Senate and 


it is anticipated that it will be passed 
by that body soon, thus becoming a 
law with the President's approval. 
As soon as this is done, we should 
all join our efforts in getting the 
Secretary of War and the Secretary 
of the Navy to certify to the Federal 
Works Administrator these highways 
as important to the National Defense. 
I feel sure that you and the Highway 
Department will join with us in re- 
commending that this be done. 


The Bill also provides 5100,000,000 


to be apportioned to the several States 
to aid the States in the road pro-

Many Killed, Wounded in the 
Second Nazi Raid on Moscow 


Russians Admit 
Damage as Nazis 
Say Red Army 
Falling Back

German bombers left scores of kill- 


ed and wounded in Moscow Wednes- 
day and reported that vast flaming 
seas engulfed the Soviet capital while 
on the fighting front Adolf Hitler's 
high command said Russian 
troops 


were suffering heavy losses every- 
where. 


This was Moscow's second succes- 


sive night raid. 


The Russians while admitting cas- 


ualties and fires and wrecked homes 
said the assault was considered a 
"failure" and insisted that 
Soviet 


troops were fighting in the same 
zones as reported Tuesday. 


Adolf 
Hitler's 
headquarters pic- 


tured the Red armies as falling back 
on the entire front in the 32-day- 
old battle and "suffering heavy loss- 
es." 


The German press reported the de- 


struction of 92 Russian tanks in a bat- 
tle south of Kiev, the Ukraine cap-

Union Procedure 


From an authoritative union source 


The Star learned Wednesday the exact 
procedure which will be followed in. 
the American Federation of Labor's 
attempt to unionize all carpenter work 
on the Southwestern Proving Ground. 


This source pointed out that H. M. 


Thackrey, secretary-treasurer 
of the 


Arkansas State Federation of Labor, 
had announced last week-end from 
Lfttle Rock that Hope Carpenters 
would be organized under jurisduN 
tion of the Little Rock local—but with 
a special dispensation for carpenters 
living in Hope and vicinity for the 
last 12 months or longer. 


This ruling, it was pointed out Wed- 


nesday by union officials, would elim- 
inate floaters moving in here over- 
night with the expectation of obtain- 
ing jobs. 


The union procedure to be followed 


with respect to carpenters on the 
Proving Ground was outlined to The 
Star Wednesday as follows: 


Every man registered in this dis- 


trict as a carpenter will be given a 
permit to work one week. If he proves 
to be qualified and is okehed by his 
foreman the union will make.out an 
application for him and take a down- 
payment on a $10 membership fee. 


The union position was stated as 


this: No union business agent can 
possibly know whether all applicants 
are qualified workmen. 
If a man 


proves his qualifications on the act- 
ual job he will be given a union card. 
"We are trying to make the union 
card in Arkansas mean that its bear- 
er is a competent workman," a union 
official said. 


It was reported here Wednesday 


that while jurisdiction over the Hope 
area is placed with the Little Rock 
local for the duration of construction 
on the Proving Ground, local car- 
penters have been told they may or- 
ganize their own local union after 
completion of the Army project.

things for instance ns a prospective 
shortage of milking machines because 
of priorities in rubber and aluminum;

locations of markets through shifting 
popultions lo new defense industry 
and training centers. 


But two things stand out: (1) do- 


mestic consumption is increasing more 
rapidly than Agriculture Department 
experts estimated four months ago— 
and (2) it is becoming apparent now 
that export demands, under the lend- 
lease program, for certain essential 
processed milk and egg products, may 
be well above thc original guesses. 


The best proof of all this, without 


burdening you with all the statistical 
dope available, i.s prices. 
Over-all 


dairy prices on the farm on June 15 
(thc last figure available) were 21 
per cent above a year ago—and still 
arc rising. The farm price of eggs on 
thc same dale was 23.2 cents a dozen 
(a full B per cent above thc depart- 
ment's parity price) and 8.8 cents a 
dozen higher than a year ago. 


Experts Arc Concerned 


Behind these prices 
Cexcept for 


butter) lies a 15 lo 25 per cent increase 
in domestic consumption and export 
increases in thc last year, which ranee 
from ^radically nothing at all (on 
shell eggs and butler, for example) to 
such slartling Ihings as an increase 
from 32,441 cases of evaporalcd milk 
from January to April, 1940, to 493,196 
cases in the same period this year; 
and for the same monlhs an increase 
from 148,195 pounds of dry skim milk 
to 2,351,875 pounds—not to mention 
more lhan 250 per cent increase in ex- 
port of egg products. 


Over at the Department of Agricul- 


ture, the experts are staying up nights 
Irving to figure out what all of this 
will mean lo their program and how 
long they can keep public squawks 
and Price Hawk Leon Henderson from 
adding further complications. 


Their greatest puzzlement at the 


moment is over the butter siluation. 
Local butter consumption is up about 
15 per cent since a year ago, it is true, 
but stocks on hand are twice what 
they were last year, there's no export 
demand, and during Ihc monlhs when 
bultor should go down, it skyrocketed 
lo 20 per cent over last year's June 
prices.

guess is that maybe speculators have 
gotten into the churn. 


Don't think, though, that Johnny 


Farmer and the bigger butter and egg 
men have been asleep. By June, they 
had almost met Wickard's challenge 
to increase milk production 3 per 
cent and there only remained the 
kinks of diverting the needed milk 
products (like skim milk which ordi- 
narily is fed to hogs and calves) to 
new demand channels. 


Ahead Of Requests 


Increasing the egg supply immedi- 


alel isn't easy, but already they have 
tossed nearly 3 per cent more eggs 
into the market than in the first part 
of 1940 (Wickard only asked for 6 
per cent more in 15 months). And 
there are two statistical points which 


indicate Johnny Farmer is'cvcn ahead 
of the Department of Agricullure. 
Come Juno, he had 8 per cent more 
chicks bobbing around the barnyard 
and had doubled his orders, over a 
year ago, for chicks to be delivered in 
late summer and early fall 


Adding all of il up, it seems to come 


down to Ihe facl that agriculture ex- 
perts needn't 
start 
hatching gray 


hairs until the public and price con- 
Irol agencies begin a pincers move- 
ment on rising consumer costs. Until 
then, their only worry will be trying 
to explain to thc surplus crop farmers 
why so many of their buttcr-and-egg 
neighbors arc moving to the Gold 
Coast.
